TO ESCAPE PRISON 


Rather Than Go to Jefferson 
City. 


SKULL CRUSHED ON STONE

Dashes Past Guard, Leaps Rail and 
Plunges Head Downward 
Forty Feet. 


Sylvester Beck, a mulatto convict under 
sentence of 20 years for assault, plunged 
40 feet from the third tier of cells in the 
Four Courts Saturday morning at 6:15 
o'clock, and dashed his brains out on the 
stone floor of the exercise room below. 

At the moment of the suicide, Beck’s cell 
door had just been thrown open by Thomas 
Burke, and the negro was commanded to 
follow him downstairs to be handcuffed and 
taken along with 27 other convicts to the 
penitentiary at Jefferson City. 

Quick as a flash Beck dashed to the 
guard rail, climbed nimbly upon it, and be- 
fore the guard could look back, plunged 
head foremost to death. 

His skull crashed against the stone floor 
with a sharp noise, and death was instan- 
taneous. Beck had frequently threatened 
to end his life. 

In ae negros cell afterward the follow- 
ing note was found: “Give me liberty or 
give me death.’’ 

Saturday morning’s tragedy was the third 
suicide in the St. Louis jail. Twenty years 
ago Patsy Barly, convicted for killin 
William Louderman, set an example which 
Beck followed to the letter. Five years 
ago Franky Callaway, who had killed his 
wife, took poison in his cell.

PPTERSBURG, April 23.—The Ruski 
Slavo prints a letter from an official in 
the ¥rench secret service which reported 
the presence of numerous Japanese spies 
in France well provided with money. They 
shadow Russians and watch the shipyards. 
Especially do they endeavor to ascertain 
the exact date of the departure of the 
Baltic fleet and the points en route at 
which it will coal. The Novosti states that 
the Russians should feel gratified at the 
strategical achievement of the naval 
squadron, which imposed caution upon the 
Japanese operations and gave Russia time 
to throw a preponderating military force 
into Manchuria. The most favorable time, 
the Novosti continues, for Japanese mili- 
tary operations has passed.

Pyramid Five Feet High Will Repre- 


sent $22,000,000 Output of 
One Mine. 


Gov. John G. Brady of Alaska, and J. G. 
Davis, in charge of the Alaskan mineral! 
exhibit at the Fair, are arranging to install 
in the mining display a pyramid of gold 
Over five feet high. 

The object of this pyramid is to show to 
the world the falsity of the charge made 
in 1867 when Secretary of State Seward 


purchased Alaska from Russia that he had 
paid $7,500,000 for an icebox. This pyramid 
of gold will represent the $22,000,000 output 
last year of one famous mine in Alaska. 

A gold-leaf covered icebox about one- 
third the size of the pyramid will accom- 
pany it for the purpose of impressing Ex- 
position visitors with. the fact that the 
entire price paid for Alaska was less than 
one-third of last year's output of a single 
Alaskan mine. 

The pyramid of gold is 62 fRches high, 
made of real gold bricks three inches thick. 
Its base is inches wide and 74 inches 
long. ° 

Since the purchase from Russia, Gov. 
Brady estimates, Alaska N&s produced gold 
to the value of $150,000,000. 

Gov. Brady says he hopes to see many 
Alaskans in St. Louis Oct, 18, the day the 
transfer of Alaska to the United States 
will be celebrated.

Strange Recluse on the East Side Had 
a Funeral the Town Will Not 
Soon Forget. 


The fortune acquired by Henry Eggert, 
the aged recluse who committed suicide in 
East St. Louis Monday; sefved not its 
possessor during his lifetime, but a goodly 
sum was taken to give the body as good 
a burial as« possible. 

The fortune is estimated at between $75,000 
and $100,000. 

It was acquired by years of labor’ and 
self-denial. The habits acquired by Eggert 
during his years of saving remained with 
him to his death, and never was one cent 
of his money spent except for the abso- 
lute necessities of life, with pussibly one 
exception. 

The funeral was conducted from Dom- 
hoff’s undertaking rooms to Mount Hope 
Cemetery. Although there was not a large 
following of friends, there have been few 
funerals in East St. Louis which excelled 
this one in point of expense and beauty. 
The casket alone cost $1000. It was a me- 
tallic casket, with trimmings in gold. It 
was hermetically sealed and was placed in 
a burial valut of cement, which was also 
tightly sealed. 

The flowers and everything connected 
with the funeral corresponded with. the 
casket—very nearly as good as money could 
buy. 

It is not probable that if the dead man 
could have had a voice in the arrange- 
ments that there would have been an elab- 
orate funeral. He would undoubtedly have 
wanted a simple burial. But the nephew, 
Adolph Eggert, the only living relative in 
America, thought, different. He believed 
that the money which his uncle spent a life- 
time in hoarding should partly go with him 
to the grave. Consequently he gave. or- 
ders that no expense should be spared. 

The fortune wiN go to Egegert’s brother, 
Augus(us Eggert, who lives in Saxony. He 
has been notified of the death and is ex- 
ected to arrive in this count within a 
ew months. It is probable he will take the 

y to Saxony for final interment. 

The story of the life of Henry Egge-t is 
a peculiar one. He was a bachelor and 
lived all alone in a little brick house at 
Seventh street and Bowman avenue in Hast 
St. Louis. Until his deathe no one was 
ever seen to enter his home and it is prob- 
able no one but the owner evep set foot 
in the heuse while the owner was alive. 


Eggert Had 


a Late Romance. 

Eggert came.to this country many years 
ago from Saxony. He was almost penniless 
when he reached America, but he was not 
long in finding a means of livelihood. Until 
about ten years ago he sold papers on the 
setreets of East St. Louis and for years 
before that time he had been collecting 
specimens of all kinds of vegetable life. 


He has probably the finest collection of 
the kind in existence and it alone is worth 
a large sum of money. ; 

At one time he conducted a floral busi- 
ness &and hg apt ge 

As rapidly as he would accumulate a few 
dollars he would invest the money, usually 
in farm land: He owned a number of fine 
farms in Missouri and at the time of his 
death bad just returned from a tour of his 
properties. 

Few people knew naything of his finan- 
cial affairs. He confided in no one, but 
since his death some idea of the size of his 
estate is coming to light. It probable 
he owned some property of which no one 
at present is aware, though he undoubtedly 
left some memorandum of all his property. 
This has not yet been found, however, 

Living ali to himself, this old bachelor 
had no romantic love affairs until about 
seven years ago. His friends now tell that 
seven years ago he fell in love with a beau- 
tiful young lady in Hast St. Louis. whose 
name they refuse to divulge. She, how- 
ever, 8 no happiness in marrying a man 
so ma years older than herself and he 
was r sed. She married another. It is 
said Eggert was never the same man after- 
} and that his mind soon began to 

all. 

ggert was a member of no church and 
never contributed any money for church 
urposes until a few weeks ago. He gave

an additional $50 at the time of the instal- 
lation of a new organ in the church.

He will be brought back to St. Louis for 
trial at an early date. 

Brooks, who left St. Louis soon after the 
indictment, which was returned a year or 
more ago, is also charged with being a 
fugitive from justice, as his bond of $1000, 
given for his appearance for trial on the 
indictment, with J. Brooks Johnson as 
surety, was declared forfeited when he 
failed to appear. 

Brooks, has, it is said, been in Los An- 
geles and ether parts of California for 
the greater part of the time since he left 
Bt. Louis. _ Recently he bought the Van 
Nuys Hotel in Los Angeles, paying $10,000 
eash for it. 

Brooks’ concern, the Brooks Brokerage 
Co., which had offices in the Equitable 
building, was one of the earliest of the so- 
called “‘get-vich-quick’’ concerns. His Na- 
tional Securities Co. was on the same order. 
One of Brooks. associates - was United 
States Senator J. R. Burton of Kansas, 
recently convicted of accepting money for 
the use of his influence as a United States 


senator to prevent the issuance of a fraud | 


_ordér against the Rialto company. It is 
alleged that Senator Burton permitted the 
use of his name in the advertising matter 
of the National Securities Co., the compafiy 
stating that he had profitably invested $5000 
in its securities, and recommended it.

Trade Topics. 

Reports from 9% townships in Indiana, 
according to State Statistician Johnson, 
show the wheat crop this year will not be 
over 40 per cent of the normai vield. Ten 
days ago the estimate, based on reports 
from. tewnship trustees in about 500 town- 
ships, was 60 per cent of the normal crop, 
but this has been materially reduced. In- 
dications are the continued cold, dry weath- 
er will further reduce the crop. The pros- 
pect for a good crop of oats is not’ en- 
couraging, as only a few farmers have 
their oats sowed. The crop will be from 
two weeks to a month late this year, Mr. 
Johnson states. 

Wheat in Liverpool opened unchanged for 
May and ‘¢d higher for July, but heavy 
liquidation in May induced by declines in 
America yesterday caused %d decline in 
nearby months, while the distant lost 4d 
in sympathy.

Eagles on National Pavilion Are Com- 
. pliment to America, Says M. 
Carlier. 


King Leopold of Belgium tras not given 
up his intention of visiting the World's 
Fair. Political conditions are the only 
things that are in his way at present. 

This news was brought to St. Louis by M. 
Jules Carlier, commissioner-general of Bel- 
gium, who has just arrived in St. Louis. 
M. Carlier is at the Washington Hotel, ac- 
companied by his wife. Their steamship 
reached New York Wednesday morning, 
and they departed four hours after its ar- 
rival for St. Louis. 

M. Carlier hoped that work on the Bel- 
gium building would be farther advanced 
than it is, but is well pleased with what 
has been tone. 

The.room at the southwest of the en- 
trance will be the King’s room and will 
be furnished and decorated in accordance 
with the tastes of royal personages. 

Opposite ‘it will be the room of the crown 
rincess. Near this will be a Fiemish salon, 
urnished in the style of long ago. 

The wings of the building will be used to 
me gd the work of the schools of Belgium 
and the industries of the country.

English. = 
. Carlier says that the eagles on top of 
the Beigium building were placed there out 
of compliment to the United States. 


CHURCH ON WHEELS PART 
OF TRANSPORTATION EXHIBIT 


Although a fully equipped church has 
been rolled into the World's Fair grounds 
there will be'no services held in it. The 


church is the property of the American 
Baptist Publication Society and is designed 
for railroad missionary work. Its exterior 
is that of an ordinary railroad car, but in- 
side it is fitted with benches for the wor- 
shipers and a font for the baptism of con- 
verts. It is sent into the outskirts of civili- 
zation in charge of an evangelist who holds 
revival meetings. 

The car, which will be exhibited in the 
Transportation building, is one of seven 
which are operated by the society. The 
chapel is equipped with am organ and the 
musical feature is used to great advantage 
among men who have been placed so far 
from churches that an organ is a novelty. 
Beside the chapel] the car is fitted with 
sleeping quarters for the missionary and 
his assistants.
